19. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 

and free from any nhysical defect likely to interfere with the 

efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to satisfy 
these requirements will not be appointed. Only such candi- 
dates as arc llkelv to be considered for appointment will he 
medically examined. 

20. Success at the examination confers no right to apnoint- 
ment. unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
mav be considered necessary that the candidate having regard 
to his character and antecedents is suitable in all respects for 
appointment tO' the Service /post.

Secretariat Service, and the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil
